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KEYSTONE OF GOVERNMENT 
About 4,000 Years ago. the Babylonian 
king Hammurabi commanded that all the 
laws of his kingdom be written down so 
that all men might know them. The 228 
laws that he ordained were duly inscribed 
on a stone stela eight feet high. 
Today, whole buildings are needed to 
contain the laws that govern every aspect 
of our lives. There are in the United States, 
according to one estimate, no less than two 
million of them. 
Arranged in a hierarchy, they begin with 
the Constitution, then descend through 
treaties, laws of Congress, state constitu­ 
tions, state laws. down to county, city, town 
and village ordinances. 
They include the rulings of federal and 
state agencies that have the effect of law. 
and those of school and fire and sanitation 
authorities, among others. 
Many laws, of course, are dead letters 
and remain on the books simply because 
no one has bothered to repeal them. These 
fossils often provide humorous insights into 
the thoughts and problems of our forebears. 
But new laws are constantly being added 
to this vast total. The Second Session of 
the 88th Congress passed 406 Public Laws 
in 1964 (out of 4,097 introduced). This 
is far exceeded by the output of the states, 
which the American Bar Association esti­ 
mates at 35,000 a year. 
While ignorance of the law is still no 
excuse in the eyes of the law, no one can 
possibly know them all. 
According to a 
United Press International survey of 25 
states a couple of years ago, only one 
state — Florida — could report the exact 
number of laws on its books. 
Here, as in other fields of knowledge, 
electronics, may come to the rescue, so that 
someday law7 students may need to be as 
familiar with computer operations as with : 
Blackstone’s Commentaries. 
All of this is by the way of noting that 
May 1 is Law Day—a day set aside to 
honor not laws but Law7. 
Law with a capital L partakes of the 
stratospheric realms of 
philosophy and 
“Natural Law” and the “higher laws” of 
religion. But in its earthly applications, it 
is. as Samuel Johnson said, “the last re- 1 
suit of human wisdom acting upon human : 
experience for the benefit of the public.” 1 
If human wisdom is sometimes faulty, if 
human experience often outdistances cer­ 
tain laws, if multiplicity breeds contempt, 
or obsolescence encourages disobedience, 
the concept of Law remains the keystone of 
the edifice we call civilization. 
This truth should never be lost sight of 
by any one who seeks to change and per­ 
fect the particular laws we live by.

NEW YORK (N E A )— Several hundred A m er­ 
ican housewives recently met a t D artm outh Col­ 
lege to listen to speeches by Red diplomats and 
U.S. experts about Communist “E astern Europe 
in Transition.” 
The gathering was one of a series of meetings 
sponsored by the ever-alert L eague of Women 
Voters. 
Wearing well-tailored suits an d sensible shoes, 
the housewives took a day off from their domestic 
chores to discuss such subjects as the split in the 
Red world and gold reserves in Russia. 
Yet it would have been even m ore interesting, 
it seems to this w riter, had they also questioned 
the speakers abo u t the status of women in Com ­ 
munist society. 
For instance, can ordinary Soviet housewives 
dress in t; ilored suits and spend a day discussing 
dwindling gold reserves in the United States or 
differences betw een the D em ocratic and Repub­ 
lican parties? 
A favorite Soviet propaganda argum ent for 
the alleged superiority of com m unism over cap­ 
italism is that Russia, by liberating women from 
all forms of slavery and inequality, has provided 
a model solution for the problem of women's 
rights. 
Yet after 48 years of com m unism probably no 
domestic issue discussed so fervently in Russia 
as “the concept of equal rights for women" and 
the "bigoted a ttitu d e toward w om an as a mother." 
The Soviet press has been deluged in recent 
months with 
le tte rs from w om en 
complaining 
about exhausting labor. The latest Russian cen­ 
sus shows tha t some 50 million w om en are w o rk ­ 
ing in industry and agriculture and that 79 per 
cent of all fem ales employed rare engaged in phy­ 
sical labor. 
A typical exam ple is the Automotive P a rts 
Plant near Moscow where a 
m ajority of the 
workers are w om en. Even according to the official 
Journal of Econom ic Problems a w om an employe 
in this plant lifts about 33 tons of weight in the 
course of a w ork in g day. 
"This was 
not 
an isolated case." said 
the 
journal. In som e plants women do all the heavy 
work "while able-bodied men stan d in g nearby are 
writing down in their notebooks tha t the produc­ 
tion norms are being fulfilled.” 
There are m an y reports in the Soviet press 
indicating that the time of a m ajo rity of Soviet 
women is com pletely taken 
u p b y their jobs, their 
household w ork under primitive conditions and 
sleep. 
Here is how the journal K om m unist recently 
described an averag e woman's tim e schedule after 
a dav's work in the factory. 
"She w orks eight hours in the factory. H ouse­ 
work occupies seven hours and tw enty minutes 
of her time. A second working day! In truth, she 
has little tim-~' to satisfv her spiritual needs.” 
Glisclv related to this situation is increasing 
ill h°alth am ong working w om en and a sharp 
dro" in the hi^th rate.

THE REAL SONIC MESSAGE 
The Federal Aviation Agency report on 
sonic boom tests raise1 an important ques­ 
tion. The tests seem to show that the cumu­ 
lative effect of sonic booms several times 
daily over a period of months is a growing 
cause of irritation, so that finally many peo­ 
ple in the flight path say they could not 
learn to accept the noise. Hence the ques­ 
tion: In this case, are we justified in going 
ahead with plans for supersonic airliner 
operation without assurance that the narm- 
ful impact of the sonic booms on human 
nerv es and spirit can be substantially less­ 
ened? 
The E A A report does suggest that the 


effect of sonic booms on houses and other 
structures has been somewhat exaggerated. 
: Although 
there were several 
thousand 
I claims for damages during the months of 
testing in Oklahoma City, payment was 
made on only a couple of hundred of them. 
Also, houses instrumented to monitor the 
effect of sonic booms showed “no discern­ 
ible damage.” 
But it is w ith regard to the effect on 
people that the FA A report warrants less 
optimism. Questioning of several thousand 
people in the test flight path shows that, 
although the sonic booms may seem accept­ 
able at first, they become increasingly hard 
| to tolerate as the months go on. The FA A 
! seems convinced 
that 
proceeding 
with 
! supersonic airliner development is feasible, 
| in the light of these tests. Maybe so. But 
¡careful, sustained attention must be given 
to ways of minimizing the cumulative effect 
of sonic booms. 
That is the real message 
of the EAA report

change." 
When patien ts become accustom ed to a den- 
; tist, they don't like to be farm ed out to a spe­ 
cialist. 
But it has almost become a necessity. 
; In recent years, dentistry has been undergoing 
i basic changes in ideas and techniques. 
There is 
1 so much lo know about all phases, each so com ­ 
plicated. that i t ’s almost impossible for one m an 
to be proficient in every departm ent. 
A dentist could spend his entire professional j 
life learning every thing there is to know about j 
i bridgework, for example. 
T here are books and | 
1 papers filled w ith techniques and designs, char- I 
acteristics of m aterials, diagnoses and practical | 
laboratory procedures. 
Change of pace is an obstacle, too. 
Just im ­ 
agine what it’s like for a dentist to finish the I 
fine margins of a gold inlay, a delicate task, and 
then on the very next patient e xtra ct an im ­ 
pacted wisdom tooth, and. following that, fit a | 
young patient 
w ith a com plicated orthodontic 
appliance. 
T hese entirely 
different 
procedures 
demand different 
skills, different 
manual dex­ 
terity. different techniques and different thinking. 
There is excellent dentistry 
being done 
in 
small towns an d isolated com m unities, but peo­ 
ple who live in large urban a re a s or university 
centers are the lucky ones. T hey have many spe­ 
cialists at their call. 
As sad as it is for a paiient to be sent to a 
“stranger” specialist for a pa rtic u la r procedure, 
it's often far be tte r for the patient.
